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CHESS AND ITS CHARACIERISTICS.

No species of recreation proves truly beneficial unless therefrom 
80me mental acquirement accrues. 

One of the most interesting and intricate games of cbancs is chess. 
This mancouvering pastime developes the penetrative power and exer- 
cises all calculative capabilities that constitute the basis of political 
and financial transactions, Tho result of each match lies:in the sound 
judgment evinced by contenders, in directing, the moves of their 
men against the other's advances and rendering impregnable isolated 

ositions upon scientific principles on a board consisting of sixty- 
four black and white squarcs of even surface and highly polished 
Each side consists of a king, 
queen, two bishops, a pair of 
knights, andas many castles or 
tooks, besides eight pawns or 
private warriors placed in front of 
that court. When sctually com- 
mencing the contcst, the aim of 
the expert player is to select the 
strongest situations and place his 
pieces in such ordor that the 
®nemy cannot capture any. As Zo 
& movement enrues in the oppo- 
hent’s camp, try to conjecture the 
object; worm out the motive; 
ward off assaults, and by all 
Means the tyro at chess should 
endeavour to checkmate or castle 
the invader; by that tact, h's 
troops get Wo KAF and there lies 
greater scope for action. If pur- 
suing the usual offensive system, 
secure firm footing and make as 
few mistakes as possible in’ at- 
tacking. A ‘‘ neglected move,” as 
in every day life, loads very often 
to misfortune, and the loss of the 
best tournamental honours, ‘Io 
ensure success dispose the men 
carefully, and then skilfully 
charge the chief points of the op- 
posite lines, Considerable exp:ri- 
‘nce and a thorough knowledge 
of the laws and. general rules of 
the game must be acquired to 
Constitute a perfect player that 
can arrange, act, end conduct 
operations at will. When well 
managed infinite intercst is ex 
cited, ard a few leisure hours 
may be pleasantly passed in this 
harmless contention. The inven- 
tion of this difficult amusement 
is supposed to have occured dur- 
ing the disastrous and protracted

huudred and_ eighty years 
preceding the birth of Christ, 
when alamedes, a clever 


Grecian ctaftsman, to divert tho 
soldiers of that empire, formed a 

uge board and sheped figures 
wherewith to concoct a game of 
chance. The fall of that famous 
city occurred through the ideal 

non, a skilful competitor at 
chess, conceiving the idea of con- 
structing the celebrated wooden 
horse, from the. kvight used in 
these miuic contests, 


Among Asiatics chess is greatly 
venerated, and the antique Hindo- 
Stan historians allege that this 
class of puppets were devised to 
Please King Raven, while Ceylon 
was being demolished by the 
Pirate Ramah in the second era 
of the earth. From our know- 
ledge of the veracity attached to 
Eastern traditions, we cannot 
credit the authenticity of this 
fabrical assertion at all, though, 
probably, carved cbaracters of 
curious design were in circulation 
some centuries before paper play 
ing cards got introduced, and the 
chess board then held dominion 
till whist tables wheedled out 
these untrained troops. Durin 
the middle ages chess an 
draughts bore the palm of indoor 
pastimes, and was bountifully in- 
dulged in by our British Kings 
and Queens. 


Inthe art part of 1700, the Pa- 
risian capital occupied en exalted 
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sphere in gaming connections, and the famous Regency situated in the 
Palais Royal lost its well-earned literary renown to become the haunt 
of chess-contendors. Within this spacious, gloomr, and sand strewn 
chamber, congregated the powerful and distinguished of Gaul. The 
intriguing Duc de Richelieu, Jean Jacques Ronsseau, Diderot, and 
licentious dramatis's, Voltaire and Gehin, brooged over the game, 
acquiring greater notoriety than the tobacco dried Germans when a 
century earlier Gustavus Selenus issued a treatise on chees in Leipsic, 
principally compiled {rom tho Spanish of King Lopez, and caused the 
erection of many maniuvering tables in that town, The sanguinary 
and subtle Robespierro, splendidiy attired, often played at ches in the 
amoky Regency with the lynx eyed Fouche, and gome novelists affirm 
that this cruel monster spared the life of a Royalist officer in conse- 
quence of his beautiful mistress defeating the Dictator at this pastime 
in male costume; so great was his love of chess, constancy and heroiem. 
In those days facetie and pungent puns circulated pretty freely among 
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the habitues of thise gaming hells, wherein the mighty and miserable 
spent fortune and leisure watching with tiger-like constancy the 
progress of various species of »port, For many seasons Mouret, pre- 
ceptor to the Orleans dynasty iu France, conducted the moves of the 
far-famcd automation chess-player, constructed by Maelzel with such 
precis‘on as to decvive the mostcurious. The secret at length attract d 
the observation cf an astute German conjuror in one of tho Con- 
tinental cities where it was exbibiting, and during one of the 
mechanism soirees he contrived to create a confusion by raising the 
alarar of ‘‘ fire,” which, overset. Mouret’s presence of mind with a 
momentary panic; imagining his person in peril, he threw down the 
effigy in effécting his escape and exposed the cavity wherein he was 
hid; this catastrophe completely ruined the performance and no more 
was seen of the tricksters, ‘Che respected and eminent Benjamin 
Franklin on visiting Europe became a frequent»: of thé cafes, and 
evinced considerable interest in its attendants; Lesides indulging 
in aquatic andother health-giving 
exore’ses with marvellous pune- 
tuality. . When lieutenant of 
artillery Napoleon Bonaparte was 
a superb chess-player, though few 
were so rapid in moving end 
possessed such talent for tricks as 
M. Deschappelle, who vanguished 
the most scientific compaigners in 
France through profound concep- 
tion, which bis biographers state 
was gained in four cays, and that 
he preserved one simple form of 
play. Thisable genius attributed 
his unparalleled endowments toa 
severe fracture received through 
the person in an exciting skirmish 
when very young with Prussian 
cavalry. Legelle, Boncourt, Ber- 
pard, Bourdonnais, Mouret Mor- 
phey, St. Armant, Phillidor, and 
our Herr Lowenthal rank con- 
spicuous among the popular 
players Though in the far west,

States of Confederation, where it 
will attain prominence when 
better and brighter days dawn

CRITICS BEW.ARE. 


Tho action decided before Baron Bramwell and 2 common jury, in 
which Mr, Emery, the well-known comedian of the Lyceum, sues for 
damages against the proprietors of the Glowworm for libelis not without 
interest, although the damages received by the plaintiff would hint at 
rather an insignificant issue. The alleged libel was published on the 

roduction of * The Watch Cry” at the Lyceum theatre, and the fol- 
feiss is the passage complained of by the indignant comedian ;— 
“Mr. Frcutmr as Silvio was admirable, and his bye-play in the 


“second act was especially worthy of praise, Miss 
‘*ELswortHy was also exceedingly good. The well-dressed 
‘scoundrel was amusingly played by Mr. Widdicomb; and 


‘‘the part of Mr. EMrry was efficiently spoken by the prompter.” 
Accordingly letter was written to the Editor of the offending 
publication by the solicitor of the plaintiff, in which ho says :— The 
‘**meaning of this is quite clear, and as it conveys to the public and 
‘the theatrical profession the false impression that Mr. Emeny was 
‘‘incapable of playing the part assigned to him, it ia calculated to do 
‘‘ him considerable injury in his profession. I have, therefore, on his 
“ behalf ‘to call upon you to publicly withdraw this false statement, 
“and publish in the columns of your journal, in its next impression, an 
** apology for misrepresenting tho fact.” But the editor of the Glowworm 
is not easily convinced that his critic has erred, so he publishes the 
letter of Mr, Emrry’s solicitor, and appends the following note :— 
‘Our publication of the above letter is its best answer. We may add 
“that intimidation will never cause us to forget the duty we owe to 
‘four readers.” This is sufficient for Mr. Emery, and forthwith he 
starts anaction to sethimself right before the public. With the result 
of that action he is no doubt satisfied, but we confess that a careful 
perusal ot the evidence leaves us in a glorious state of uncertainty, The 
rompter and the stage-manager, who ought to know, say that Mr. 
IMEKY was dead-letter perfect, but the author of the piece and the 
newspaper Critic, wha also ought to know, say that Mr. Emery 
‘‘appeared confused throughout the performance,” We say nothing 
about it, for it really was a matter of no moment whether the actor 
spoke the language of the author or hisown, but what we do feel in- 
ai nant atis the conduct of a poe enon! gentleman, who places him- 
ne in open antagonism wit public opinion on go paltry a pretence 
of ipjured reputation, when it is quite palpable that the critic, to use 
his own words in court, ‘had no knowledge of Mr. Emrry per- 
sonally, nor any feeling towards him except one of respect, for his 
talents as an actor.” However, Mr. Emery has chosen to think 
different, and all we hope is that he is consoled with his £5 5s. 
damages. . 


A GREAT FIGHT IN A QUAGMIRE, -

polis and tho country generally has been flooded, and the roral- 
distriots are described as little better than ‘‘quagmires.” Under these 
circumstances “ie fighting is not pursued with pleasure, indeed, we 
should say, after reading our reporter's graphic description of the 
contest between Rooke and Ryatu on Tuesday last, anything moro 
disheartening and spirit crushing than that ‘‘sport,” in a stress of 
weather, could scarcely beimagined.

‘ meet again, On the whole, we think that Rooke and Ryatt behaved 
unexceptionably, and wo could have heartily wished that they had 
been put upon their mettle under different auspices. The conduct of 
all parties engaged was quite unexceptionable, and had the weather 
permitted, this fight in a quagmire would no doubt have turned out

THE COMING GREAT EVENTS, 


During the last week tho weather entirely put an end to tho pre- 
Patation of the Spring Handicap, and the Derby horses; but at the 
commencement of the present one it took quite an acceptablo turn, 
and trainers have become not ep arf but exceedingly anxious ag 
to the future, for the Lincoln and Nottingham meetings will soon be 
on, and the leading three-year-old’ events have to be provided for, 
Excepting an outlay of a small sum upon an outsider (Artesian), the 
Two Thousand was not referred to at the Club on Saturday. here 
was, however, increased activity in the Derby speculation for Lord 
Lyon, Rustic, Redan, Janitor, and Wolsey, severally created a sen- 
sation. Rustic, who had been supported previously at Tattorsall’s to 
£600 to £700, reigned supreme favourite at a point less than Lord 
Lyon; and at7 tol farther outlay of a century wag effected in 

ellington-street. Lord Lyon found a backer at 8 tol to £100, Jani- 
tor’s friends were evidently on the increase, yet he did not become a 
better favourite,;he and Redan maintaining their winter position with- 


out fluctuation. The supporters of the Baron’s colt were anxious 
to go on at 2,000 to 80. Several missions have been executed 
about Auguste, which suggested a move in the market with respect 
to the French colt; and although there were many attempted demon- 
strations, backers would not accept less thau 25 to 1, which book- 
kers last Saturdsy were disinclined to bet. On that afternoon 
Wolsey was the only animal of the long shot division which was 
patronised, 3,000 to 45 being accepted. At Manchester they appear 
uncommonly quiet, for little or nothing has really been done there for 
some time past. Last Monday, both at the Club and at Tattersall’s, the 
metropolitan bookmen made quite a dead set against The Student, for 
although £35 was invested at 9 to 1, and £100 at a point more, 11to 1 
was easily attainable at last, and to almost any amount, as the opera- 
tors are getting more and more alive to the fact that The Studentis a 
most difficult animal to train. We have always told them so, yet 
there is an endless number who look upon Mr. Merry’s chance with 
just as much confidence as they did ia Liddington and Dundee 
years, Rustic is in as great force as ever, but there is a strong belief 
in his stable companion, Blue Riband, amongst a certain clique, and 
we have seen good money going on to the latter, despite the proba- 
bility of his compeer becoming a better favourite still; for all 7’s to 1 are 
freely snapped up. Lord Lyon was frequently mentioned by layers 
on Monday, but we did not witness a single outlay upon him for either 
race. Though the Newmarket watchers will have that Janitor is a 
roarer, the horse continues in great demand for the Derby, 3,000 to 
135 being several times booked this week, and it is impossible to get 
more than 22 to 1 now about Auguste. The Bribery colt was backed 
to a pony at 40 to 1, but he has evidently tired out his early friends, 
and an outlay of £100 failed to bring Lanerat shorter than 100 to 1, 
which price is still offered versus The Primate, The Stabber’s party 
are very quiet, and Joun Scortr’s lothas not been meationed for days 
now. Considering how variable the weather has been during the past 
fortnight or three weeks, trainers may be congratulated upon their 
horses having escaped from coughing, for we have not heard of any of 
the Derby horses having been affected by the cold but The Student, 
and he, we believe, was amiss before tho frost set in. ; 
The Chester Cup and other handicaps are hourly expected, and now 
that they are ‘‘weeded” of a lot of rubbish they ought to be more 
readily trained this season, and be less free from discrepancies. 
A number of horses have already been. backed for the Cestrian race, 
but it is simply ridiculous to invest money on them before you see 
what weights are allotted. Of course these “ early birds” go upon the 
assumption that those horses were not “ wanted” last year, forgetting 
that such men as Mr. TorHAm and Admiral Rous, have lynx, eyes and 
rétentive memories, as well as the best of them, and sre not likely to 
overlook anything to ensure the success of their handicaps, We have

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OUR GENTLEMEN RIDERS. 
Mr. H. B, Coventry, 
(From Baily’s Magaz‘ne.) 

Mr. H. B. Coventry is the eldest 
ron of the Hon. Henry Coventry, one 
of the most sterling supporters cf 
Melton Mowbray, having resided 
there for twelve years, and maiutain- 
ing the hospitality of olden times. 
Ho was born in 1842, and his transla- 
tion from his cradle to his ‘‘sheltie” 
was as rapid as his years and 
strength wouldpermit. His education 
was commenced at Eton, where he 
was contemporary with Sir Frederick 
Johnstone, and it is singular that the 
two Ktonians should afterwards 
figure in the title page of the same 
periodical. Being destined for the 
army, Mr, Coventry did not accom- 
pany his friend to Oxford, but 
pursued his studies abroad, under the 
charge of a private tutor at Blois, 
where he made the acquaintance ard 
enjoyed the friendship of M. St. 
Germain, who came to such a 
melancholy end while riding in a 
steeple chase at Spa in September. 
Our hero’s first introduction to 
hounds was with Lord Wemyss, 
when he was Jed by a2 groom with a 
Jeadiug rein; and efter he had been 
out a few times, the M. H. and his 
friends said the colt would do, and 
there need be no fear about him. In 
1852, and in the tenth year of his age, 
the porvus Iulus began his career at 
Melton, his powerful rival being the 
Hon Seymour Egerton, who, on a 
famous pony called Spectre aged to 
delight the whole field by the bold- 
ness of his riding. Masier Coventry, 
however, on Billy Button, an equally 
good performer across country, was 
not very easy to be stalled off, and 
there is no doubt that much of the 
repute he has since acquired as a 
jockey is to be attributed to the prac- 
tice he thus acquired, and the riyalry 
with which he was then imbued. In 
1859, Mr. Coventry, as we must now 
style him, entered the Grenadier 
Guards, and it was not long before he 
donned the silk jacket, and joined the 
corps of gentlemen riders, in the 
strictest sense of the word. The first 
time we find his name figuring ona 
card was in the Grand Military 
Steeplechase at Warwick, whenhe ran 
second, on Col, Burnaby’s Martyr, to 
Major Wombwell’s Fanny, and on 
the following day he scored his 
maiden win on him in a Scurry 
Handicap beating several others. 
Tho ioe being broken he went on to 
Cheltenham with him, and won a 
race there, beating, among others, 
Fordham’s celebrated mare Levity, 
then jn great form, At Rugby, the 
following year, he again won the 
Voteran’s Hace upon Bounce, and by 
this time had earned a reputation of 
being second to none in the brigade 
across country. 

In 1863, Mr. Coventry’s connection 
with Mr, Angell commenced, and Jed 
to his being brought before the public

EXPLOSION AT THE STANDARD THEATRE. 
TO THE EDITOR. 

Srr,—I observed very exaggerated accounts of the explosion of a gas bag in 
this theatre during the performance of Friday last. It is stated that the explo- 
sion shook the building to the foundation, This is simply absurd. It did cer- 
tainly put [the lights out; but why ?—because they were down to the lowest 
possible point, in the dark scene, pees to the transformation. Under the 
circumstances a pistol shot would have produced the same effect. The other 
statement, that there was afterwards a flame of gas bursting from a branch in 
front of the dress circle is quite untrue. No such occurrence took place. No 
person was injured, and nothing was damaged ; not 20 people left the theatre, 
and the performance continued and concluded as usual, though your correspon- 
dent asserts that only a remnant of the very large audience kept their seats. 
The zlightest alarm in a crowded theatre, I am aware, must create a movement 
of uneasiness amongst the audience ; but the many inquiries at the theatre to- 
night, besides the injurious effects it might be likely to have on my business, have 
induced me thus to give a correct account of the accident, which is so highly

REMARKS, 

There were many of the oldest Ring goers present who declared that in their 
recollection no such fight had ever previously taken place, more especially when 
the untoward. circumstances are considered. The greatest sympathy Was ex- 
pressed for Ryall, who really tried his uttermost to finish, and if for nothing else 
it showed what a trained man can endure when in good condition. 
They had quite sufficient to do to contend against the elements, letting alone 
fighting, and the contest between these men will be a subject for conversation 
in Ring matters for many years to come, From the foregoing account our 
readers must draw their own conclusions, but sure are we that the £400 con: 
tended for by Rooke and Ryall on Tuesday last would not half repay them, sup- 
posing they received the whole of the money. Be that as it may, however, wo 
do hope that Ryall may not be forgotten, and now that they have shaken hands, 
and most likely will never again meet each other in the Ring, good and over- 
flowing benefits may follow-in their behalf.

Tux SPAWNING SEASONS AND River Poacurua,—The Tweed and its 
tributaries in the vicinity of Peebles have this season not been so abundantly 
stocked with fish of the Salmon species as in the previous year. The lowness 
of the waters prevented the fish from ascending to this neighbourhood as early 
as usual, and it was not tillthe endjof November that they were visible in great 
numbers. Since then, however, the, Crowford, Howdens, and other spawning 
beds, have been the receptacles of ova, though from the number of fish to be 
seen on the “redes ” the quantity must be deficient. The great flood that took 
place in the rivers on the,31st December had the effect of ridding the waters of 
those fish which were kelted, and allowed fresh shoals to ascend ; and it is only |, ’ 
since that time that large salmon of the “grey schule’’ have reached this neigh- }. 
bourhood ; but though:some of the fish are of very large size, they are by no’ 
means numerous. Sea trouts have algo been deficient. ‘Though the streams 
have not been so well stocked with fish, poachers have still ventured to carry 
on their illegal trade, but in no former years have they been thwarted and de- 
tected to sach an extent in their lawless pursuit as in the present season. The 
chief-constable has'so arranged his men this season that scarcely any one who 
has ventured to countenance the destruction of salmon during close-time has 
escaped detection ; and that the police have been vigilant in watching the river 
may be judged’of from the fact that in addition to the 20 persons who have 
alrtady been convicted of contraventions of the Tweed Fisheries’ Acts, nearly 
other 20 persons aro waiting their trial for breaches of the same statute. Little 
sympathy is now egpteased with those who illegally capture and traffic in 
salmon during close-time ; and though poaching has been carried ou, it may be 
said to have been confitied to a few persons, who, though they had escaped de- 
tection for a while, have at last been captured by the police, the constables 
having succeeded on Friday in capturing the whole baud, numbering seven, 
along with two female accomplices, A number of really beautiful and large 
galmon were found in their possession.—Scotsman.

In making losing hazards your object is to lodge your own 
pall in a pocket after contact with the object-ball—the white or the red as the 
ease might be. The printiple is to observe the line of angle between your ball 
and the one you strike at, and mako your stroke so that ita force will render tho 
angle between the object-ball and the pocket as nearly equal to it as you cau. 
sing hazards should be made with moderato streugth—snflicient to carry 
our ball well to the pocket after contact with another ball, and to cause it to 
rebound from the cushion should you fail to make the stroke, If you strike 
your ball too hard you destroy its proper angle; and if too softly, you will loave 
a hazard for your opponent when you miss the pocket. Moreover, you are very 
likely, if you play with too much violence, to drive the ball you, aim at into 
paulk, even if you makethe hazard you intended. Bat in these cases very much 
must be left to the judgment of the player. He must so regulate the strength 
of his stroke as to either drive the object-ball from its position to the cushion, 
go that it rebounds into baulk and out again, or so that it does not reach the 
baulk at all. This, of course, is to be regulated upon its position on the table, 
Much depends on [the place of the object: b&ll after your stroke, The player 
who makes losing hazard and leaves the object-ball in baulk, deprives himeelf
